Potomac State College of West Virginia University is pleased to 
announce the offering of its second four-year degree, a Bachelor of 
Applied Science (BAS) in Business Management which began this 
spring. 

This new degree will assist graduates who have a two-year, 

Associate of Applied Science (AAS) degree in continuing their 
education to acquire additional skills and further their 
professional advancement.

Potomac State offered its first BAS degree with an emphasis in Criminal Justice in June 2005.

Work continues on our new residence hall in 
anticipation of its opening in August. Renovations to the Mary F. Shipper Library are nearing completion, the indoor 
riding arena project is underway, and numerous other improvement projects are scheduled to begin this spring. 

Our athletic teams continue to enjoy great success. The Men's Soccer Team finished the fall season with its first¬ 
time ever trip to the NJCAA Division III national tournament-finishing 4th in the nation. Also this fall, our Golf 
Team won the WPCC Conference Championship. Women's Basketball continues a winning tradition with its second 
post-season tournament trip in three years. The Catamount Baseball Team begins its spring season ranked #5 in the 
nation following three consecutive trips to the NJCAA Division I World Series. 

Academically our students also excel. In the fall of 2006, Potomac State enrolled 65 new PROMISE recipients, who 
joined 35 returning from last year for a total of 100. PSC has consistently had about 100 PROMISE recipients each 
fall since the inception of this state-supported scholarship program. Additionally, Potomac State awarded $139,160 
in institutional scholarships to students this fall. 


Student interest in the College has never been greater. Enrollment for the Fall Semester 2006 stood at 1485 students, the highest in history. 
Current projections for fall 2007 look even better. 


We certainly are excited about the new academic programs and facilities at Potomac State and the many opportunities they will provide for our 
students. We appreciate the support of our alumni and friends and look forward to working with you as we continue to strengthen our 
wonderful college.

Like many students, past and present, Potomac State Alumnus Guy

Following his studies at PSC, Cardot 
continued his education at Marshall 
University, and the Union Theological 
Seminary in Virginia. In 1996 Cardot was 
ordained to the Ministry of Word and 
Sacrament in the Presbyterian Church. 

During the past 15 years, Cardot has 
served at three churches in an ordained 
capacity (Rich Valley, Locust Cove, and 
Petersburg Presbyterian) and five churches 
while on internships (Mount Carmel, Glace, 
Forest Memorial and Waiteville in Monroe County, WV and Skidaway 
Island Presbyterian Church in Savannah, Georgia.) 

He has been married for thirteen years and has three children. 
Cardot comments, "With three young children, a dog, a cat, and a rabbit, 
our life is rich and in constant motion." He enjoys spending time with 
his family, performing church work, traveling and reading.
